It 
compares the Prince to a government 
election agent, going about, with smiles 
and unmeaning promises dealt out 
lavishly as the. price for continued

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THE THREE HOOKS AND THE 
MAliliO WBONE. 

It waa once our fortune to Beo three 
old rooks, with dingy plumage, looking 
very misgivingly down a bleached mar- 
rowbone. It must bo with similar mis- 
givings that Mosara. DeOoamos, Hett and 
Fell look down the marruwless, hollnw 
cylyndur of the past political career of 
the opposition rump. They are rouks, 
no doubt, for they and theirs have 
"rooked" the constituency; but thoy aro 
not characteristic rooks. All observers 
of bird life and of tho talk of rooks 
know that they merely state opinions 
They are not argumentative. There tho 
rosomblanco ends between tho above hu- 
mans and tho rooka. Measra. DeCuamus, 
Hett and Fell do, indeed, attempt to ar- 
gue, but they aro the wildest kind of the- 
orists; they take tho reality" of anything 
to bo that which thoy wish it to bo for 
thoir personal intoreat and satisfaction. 
As human moods vary, it follows that 
what waa a fact to them yesterday may 
not be a fact to them to-day. Honco.tho 
plight into which poor H. T. Williams 
has fallen in his address by adopting tho 
phrases of men whose opinions havu not 
the coherence, sequence and solid hue of 
natural facts with which wo poor actual- 
ists have to deal. Tho broken, disor- 
dered character of tho address dues not 
constitute anything coherent enough to 
be tho subject of reasoning. All of 
which is merely saying in a polite man- 
ner, roundabout and by simile, that thoae. 
throe would-bo politicians, with the un- 
fledged bird they aro trying to prop up 
among them , aro politically diaroputable 
rooks without tho proper virtues of thoir 
kind or, in language applicable to hu- 
mans, they are incorrigible misleaders 
and misstaters — men who, in politics, say 
habitually tho thing which is not, and 
have so little respect for themselves that 
they do not feel bound to day by what 
thoy awore to yesterday. Had R. T. 
Williams recngmzad, aa by this time ho 
must do, the pililical character of his 
principal supporters, he would not have 
lent the pen in h;3 untrained fingers to be 
guided by such discredited persons as the 
three above mentioned. So, for a couple 
of days, wishing him fuller measure of 
penitential insight, we leave him and 
them gazing misgivingly down tho 
bleached marrowbone of the past political 
career of the rump, in which there is no 
succulence, all that is good or decent 
having been long ago scooped out. Noxt 
Wednesday the novice will bo sick of his 
bone and his job. With his then foolinga 
we will sympathize, for there is no natu- 
ral congruity between the unsopisticated 
youth and those who, speaking of course 
politically, and in the language of tho 
day, may correctly bo described as politi- 
cal highbinders of such political habit 
and repute that a jury of tho electors is 
not required to. convict them. 

THE S111EK ADDRESS.

The emptinwK of .Mr. Williams' political 
wallet is shown by his verdant announce- 
ment, an something entirely novel, that ho 
is opposed to Chinese immigration. He 
might as well announce that he is opposed 
to tho use of poison. Mr. Williams must 
bo the only man in Victoria who does not 
know that everybody here opposes Chinese 
Mr. Chajileau discovered. We alt are a 
unit on that question, aud the present gov- 
ernment, year after year, have promoted 
legislation on the subject. Moreover, they 
urged in the strongest manner the universal 
desire of tho people that Chinamen should 
not bo employed either upon the Island 
Railway or the Esquimau Dock. Hut it 
was found impossible to get the consent of 
the Dominion Government to such a pro- 
vision. Mr. Williams' argument, therefore, 
is that the Island railway construction 
should have been deferred, that the 
$750,000 should not have been accepted 
from Canada, and that the Dry Dock, with 
the Provincial outlay on it of over $250,000 
should have remained a burden on Us, with 
the frightful liabilities which the blunder- 
ing of his Arab supporters had imposed on 
the Province. Tho country long ago, by 
uu almost unanimous decision, determined 
that, at any cost these liabilities must 
ceaso and that the Island railway must be 
made, yet this unconscious novice, with his 
pen guided by the Sheiks, who themselves 
dare not confront tho public with such 
statements, calmly goes back several years 
to dig up frivolities as obsolete as the old 
discussion on the free port. Yet, whilo 
thus advocating the stoppage ot tho dock 
uud the railway, our novice, in the next 
breath, cuts his own throat, argumontative- 
ly, by urging the "pressing importance" 
of the gulf ferry anil the Victoria link of 
the railway. He stops tho railway in one 
santence, and urges its " immediate exten- 
sion " in tho next. This muddleheadeduesH 
marks out Mr, Williams as not the "man 
for Gulway. ' Even a young man, aspiring 
to represent this constituency, should be 
able to argue straight foi at least three sen- 
tences. Leaving out the nonsense about, 
stopping the construe! ion of the railway 
. aud the dock (which tho Sheiks manifestly 
have dictated), Mr. Williams, so far, 
simply says "ditto " to Mr. Duck, because 
Mr. Duck is one of the strongest opponents 
of Chinese immigration, and a most strenu- 
ous advocate of the gulf ferry and the 
Victoria railway link. The only ditference 
is that Mr. Duck has been supporting these 
requirements with voice and vote before 
tho raw recruit who now can only say 
"ditto" to him, began to study politics at 
the feet of the Sheiks. In the remainder 
of his address Mr. Williams in fact shows 
further agreement with Mr. Duck, aud gives 
excellent reasons why that gentleman should 
be elected. Tift city of Victoria, Mr. Wil- 
liams says, ought to have tho gaol site and 
other donations from the government. 
Granted. Now let the electors consider, 
who is more likely to be influential in get- 
ting these advantages — a novice sitting 
beside the colourless member for Kooteuay, 
and equally uniniformed mi public affairs, 
or an experienced politican — a man of 
vigour, information and eloquence, sitting 
in tho Executive Council, managing tho 
finances of the country, and backed by tho 
power of the metropolis? The address of 
Mr. Williams is a strong argument in favor 
of Mr. Duck, aud a clear exposition of tho 
duty of the electors to consign its writer 
back to the private station in life which is 
his proper sphere, and from which he never 
should have allowed the Arabs to drag him.

Letters from- St. Petersburg, mailed at 
Berlin in order to escape Russian censor- 
ship, charge tho Russian minister of war 
with having sent an order to General 
Kamaroff at the end of February to bring 
on a conflict with tho Afghans, and state 
that General Kamaroff started from Merv 
with reinforcements for Huli Ivhisti, and 
took advantage of a favorable opportun- 
ity to make an attack soon after his ar- 
rival at tho latter place. 

TUK TORIES ARK ABOUT IUOUT. 

London, April 10. — The tories ridicule 
Russia's reply to England's demand for an 
explanation of General KamarofTs attack 
upon tho Afghans. They argue that it 
will bo impossible to receive Gen. Kumar- 
oil's defence within less than sixteen days, 
and that Ruasia will occupy that interval 
as she has occupied tho past sovon months 
— in reinforcing her army and strength- 
ening her positions on the Afghan fron- 
tier. The Whig section of the liberal 
party has joined the tories in demanding 
more vigorous measures, Thoy are urg- 
ing the government to send engineer offi- 
cers and troops to occupy and strengthen 
Caudabar, the capital of Central Afghan- 
istan, which is connected by rail with 
Quotta, and which commands the most 
practicable route from Afghanistan into 
northern India. War preparations in all 
departments of the mllilary and naval 
8orvicea continue with unabated vigor. 

AN EGYPTIAN A It. MY . 

Alkxandria, April 10 —It ia reported 
bore that the government lias ordered 
the raising of an Egyptian army of 50,000 
men. 

EGYPT FOR ITALY. 

London, April 10. — Tho report is con- 
firmed that the British government bus 
invited Italy to occupy Cairo and tho Sou- 
dan. 

WUAT THE CZAR HOPES. 

Paris, April 10 — La Gouloia publishes 
a telegram from Berlin which says that 
since Bismarck has assured a banker that 
in spite of tho incident of Penjdeh, the 
Czar hopes to preserve poacd. 

WORSE THAN WAR. 

St. PetbrsbuUO, April 10 —Traders 
hero toll M. Bungo, minister of finance, 
that tho present state of uncertainty is 
worse than war. Commercial circles be- 
lieve that war is inevitable, and it is bet- 
tor that it should como now than later. 
SIR peter lumsden. 

London, April 10. — The Standard has 
received the following from its correspon- 
dent with Sir Peter Lumsdcu's forco: 
"The account of tho Afghan's losses in 
tho recent engagement aro conflicting. It 
ia asserted that somo hundred Afghans 
woro literally massacred. Sir Peter Lums- 
don has broken camp at Gurnin and is 
marching on Tirpul, a station on the 
Heri-rood, near Kusan. The force was 
overtaken on the march by a severe snow 
storm, which caused several deaths and 
great suffering among the retinue. 



TUK AMEER'S PREPARATIONS. 

Rawal Pendi, April 10. — The news of 
tho battle between tho Russians and 
Afghans was received by the Amcor 
quietly. Ho has long been convinced that 
Russia means tc advance to Uorat. Afghan 
supplies have been going through Bolau 
Pasa daily, and orders have now boon 
given to increase tho supplies to 200 tons 
daily.

RUSSIA ENDORSES KAMAROFF., 

Vienna, April 10. — There are reliable 
advices from St. Petersburg that Russia 
considers that the oxcuau of DeGiers for 
the attack upon tho Afghans is sufficient, 
and till) government will not blame or ro- 
call General Kamaroff, who it considers 
did hia duty. Profossor Vaiubory thinks 
the Turcomans probably provoked tho 
Afghans to cross the river.

Nova Vreinya accuses Lord Dufferin 
of trying to provoke war, thereby ham- 
pering tho negotiations between Ruasia 
and England. 

RUSSIAN TRANSPORTS. 

London, April 10. — A Singapore dis- 
patch says that a Russian transport left 
there on Monday and another arrived on 
the same day. 

RUSSIA THE AGGRESSOR. 

London, April 10. — The Berlin corre- 
spondent of tho Morning Post says that 
the Einporjr of Germany baa expressed 
the opinion that Ruasia waa decidedly the 
aggressor at Penjdh. 

INCITING REVOLT. 

Ca.nd'.uiar, .April 10. — The Turcomans 
have distributed proclamations through 
tho frontier towns of Afghanistan, urging 
the Afghans to form an alliance with 
Russia. 

REWARDS CONFERRED. 

London, April 10. — A dispatch from 
St. Petersburg says that decorations and 
rewards have already been conferred by 
telegram on the Russian officers and 
soldiers who took part in the battle with 
tho Afghans. Various rumors aro afloat 
to the effect that Some English officors 
were killed in the Rusao- Afghan engage- 
ment, and tiiat the Afghans have risen 
against tho English. 

ACCELERATED. 

London, April 11 — Tho Daily Times 
states that the government has ordered 
'.hat all war preparations bo accelerated. 
Till? FEELING IN PARIS. 

London, April 10 — A majority of the

Boston, April 10. — A private cable dis-

PRESS COMMENTS. 

London, April 11.— Tho Daily News 
this morning aays that tho latest advices 
from St. Petersburg aro of a reassuring 
nature and justify tho belief that peace 
will bo maintained. The English govern- 
mant has, however, decided to proparo for 

The Morning Post aaya'tho government 
has had telegraphic correspondence with 
Gen. Wolaeley with referenoo.to a proposi- 
tion to withdraw tho British troops from 
the Soudan. 

The Post, in an editorial, says it is al- 
most impossible to_ deal patiently with 
Gladstone's statement. 

The Daily News says tho agreement 
between England and Russia, that thoro 
should be no advance of outposts, must 
now have reached the chief of the Rus- 
sian stuff on the Afghan frontier. If that 
agreement be adhered to, war may still bo 
avoided. The crossing of the Kushk river 
by the Afghans might havo justified a 
further advance on tho part of tho Rus- 
sians, but not a direct appeal to arms. 
War can only bo avoided by a prompt 
disavowal by Russia of General Kama- 
roll's action arul ft. guarantee against its 
repetition . "• ■ , 

The Northwest Rebellion. 

The following aro extracts from the 
Toronto Mail's Northwest telegrams and 
would indicate that the Northwest up- 
rising will not prove so serious as at lirst 
apprehended : 

Calgary, N. W. T., April 2.— All quiet 
at Edmonton. The mail direct from there 
arrived bore to-day, having made the trip 
(194 miles) without seeing or hearing of 
any hostilos. Tho river waa still frozen' 
over when the stage left, but there has 
been a warm sun since, and tho ice by 
this timo is probably getting thin. The 
Bulletin Imd anticipated trouble all tho 
winter. Tho Indiana in the neighborhood, 
have been complaining of being starved 
for over so long. The half-breed Bottlers 
at St. Albert havo not, taken any active 
part in Kiel's agitation, though I hoy sup- 
ported him in demanding redress for their 
grievances, and endorsed the bill of rights 
adopted 'last September. Rev. Father 
Leduc has worked hard to keep the dis- 
affection out of this district. So far as is 
known, none of Riel's emissaries have 
shown up at St. Albert Since tho distur- 
bance began. 

Fort Qu'Appbllb, April 2.— Reports 
from Clark's Crossing say there was no 
truth whatever in tho report that tho 
rebel force fired upon Crozior's police at 
Buck Lake whilo Crozier was flying a Hag 
of truce. Both sides tired almost simul- 
taneously. Crozier had given the word 
of command to tiro before the rebels 
raised their rifles. It is ' the general 
opinion here, based on the reports that 
are coming ill, that the police were thrown 
into, confusion , by tho accuracy ol the 
rebel tiro. Dumont, who commanded tho 
half-breeds, was tho moat export buffalo 
hunter in the Northwest; and it ia plain 
that ho outmanoeuvred Crozier and led 
him into a trap. The half ■ breeds gen- 
erally lie full length when shooting, aud 
the police not only fired clean over thoir 
heads, but had little or nothing to hit', 
the rebela being onsconed behind the top 
ridge idf a coulee. 

Dumont usod to boast before tho rising 
took place that his frienda could shoot 
better with their eyes shut than, tho po- 
lice, aud that tho police would not. bo 
able to withstand either an accurate 
fire by volleys, or deadly long-range 
shooting such as tho half-breeds are export 
at. 

Winnipeg, April 2. — Ex-Sheriff Richard, 
formerly of Battleford, is in this city. Mr. 
Richard spent four years in Battleford, aud 
during that timo beeaiuu acquainted with 
tho Indian chiefs whose names now figure 
so conspicuously in the daily reports. He 
describes Mosquito, tho old chief of tho 
Stoneys, as over eighty years of age, aud 
as br ing n good Indian and a fine specimen 
of bis race. Pound-Maker, ho says, is 



about forty-five years old, and very intelli- 
gent looking. Until some four years ago 
lie was a good Indian. In a remarkably 
able spoeoh to Liout.-Governor Dewdney 
some years ago Pound-Maker warned tho 
governor of the serious consequences if he 
should como again, unless the .Indians woro 
treated better and given more food. Mr. 
Richard recollects that during his stay 
Pound-Maker went lo Mosquito to induce 
him to join a demonstration at_ Battleford, 
but the latter refused, saying that when tho 
Indians camo from the plains they wero 
starving, and that when Lieut. -Governor 
Dowdney became aware of it be sent them 
food, benco bo (Mosquito) would uot fight 
the white men. Tho only ploce at which 
danger is to be apprehended is, according 
to Mr. Richard's opinion, Battleford. Ho 
says if any more blood is spilt it will bo 
there. 

Mr. Richard does not believe tho rebels 
would tight when a forco of SOU or GOO men 
arrives, but thinks tho majority of thorn 
would go home, aud thosa most implicated 
in the disturbance would make good their 
escape. He does not apprehend any vio- 
lence from half-breeds to the white settlers, 
as lie says Kiel has proclaimed that it was 
not bis intention to borm them provided 
they remain at home and take no part in 
the conflict, his war being against tho gov- 
ernment. In other words, that his party 
would tight only those who tight them. 
Some of the white settlers who heard Kiel's 
speech did not disapprove of hia course at 
that timo. The barracks at Battleford are 
considered by Mr. Richard to be pretty safe 
quarters, though the enclosure is not very 
strong. He says an elevated position with 
slopes on all sides, commanding a viow for 
miles in all directions, with no trees to in- 
tercept the prospect, gives it a groat advan- 
tage for .defence.

CHINESE OATH. 

How to Swear a Chinauiau so 
as to Induce Him to Tell 
the Truth. 

The usual routino of buain duriim 
an application in court yestofd'y aras 
broken by an occurrence of a rather sin- 
gular nature A Chinese witness in tho 
caao of Ah Get, alias Ah Ivoo, failed to 
put in an appearance, and Mr. WUaoii 
made application to have the delinquent 
committed for contempt of court, and in- 
sisted on his beina sworn on the meat 
binding Chliu'30 oath. Mr. Mills, who 
appeared for the prisoner, assented, and 
the chief justice and barristers in wig 
and gown retired to the rear of tho .su- 
premo court, and an oath 'about a yard 
long was written in Chineso on paper ind 
burnt, during which tho impeached wit- 
ness cut oil the hoad of a rooster with a 
hatchet. Tho words rrf the oath called 
down all aorta of cur^ea from the Chinese 
Joss on tho witness, his ancestors and 
descendants, if he should nut -tell the 
truth; the cutting oil of tho bird's head 
signifying that tho witness hoped that lie 
would be similarly treatod if ho did not 
attito facta. This curious proceeding was 
witnessed by tho few persons who hap 
ponod tiJ bo at court, among whom wai 
tho attorney general. The blow for sev- 
ering the rooster's hoad was made by the 
Mongol with a hatchet, and he only sue 
ceoded in partly giving the rooster his 
quietus, and tho poor bird struggled j 
around until ho bled to death. 

After tho innocent blood had been sll d 
the court reassembled, ami the witnosa 
atated that ho had never received the mil), 
pctjua, and his lordahip dismissed tin: ap- 
plication with coats. 

From Cariboo, 

Mr. Wm. W. Dodd arrived down from 
Stanley by tho Louise yesterday Tim 
weather during the past mouth h is b<*'i] 
very favorable, and wheels urn now in 
to about three miles from Stnuley and from 
there to Rarkerville the sleighing is good. 
The suow to Rarkerville is about two feet 
ou the level. A large amount of freight h.o- 
gone in during tho winter. Reports from 
the mines aro encouraging, good pay being 
taken out all winter on Lighting creek from 
tho Ross anil Van Winkle claims. On 
Slough creek tho Chinese also uava been 
very successful. The unfortunate cuvo in 
of the Mason claim on Antler creek may 
possibly havo tho effect of the abandon- 
ment of that shaft. The accident w is a 
most peculiar one. When tho mass fell the 
force sent huge pieces of timber to the 
mouth of the shaft and threw mud to tin' 
roof 30 feet above. The man kilted cillno 
up feot first and again sank, while the uui 
saved luckily came up head foremost and 
Boeing daylight threw his hands out ami 
grasped tho ladder.

VKKMINI OK I'll K CANADIAN PACIFIC RAIL- 
WAY. 

So after a night passed in the new Col- 
ijnial Hotel tin excellent hoatolrio, by 
tho way — passage ia taken by stage 
tor Pint Moody. Tho drive is over 
it road which winds through a forest of fir 
and spruce of gigantic sizo. Thaouttiiii;H 
made in building the road expose the ex- 
treme poverty of lite soil. On either side 
gravel and sand, sand and gravel, in alter- 
nate and wearying strata, with hero and 
there boulders of irregular size and ahape 
meet the eye. In sjine plttcea attempts 
al clearing have been made and little huts 
with fences in poor repair mark tho spots 
where ndvpnturous settlers have olt- 
tleavnred tncoax -t living from the sterile 
soil, ami after a vain struggle have gone 
away in despair, leaving their improve- 
ments induiid. After nearly an hour's 
ridu wu came to a very steep hill. The 
driver pulled hard on the ruins and ap- 
plied i lie brakes; the horses braced back 
iilniosi in their liiuilioliiiB, and down the 
hill 'lie stage clattered. As wo awopt 
d«nvn Mo' sleep grade a glimpse was 
caught of nut' (,r two .small buildings nt 
tho side of the road, in the midst of small 
<•lt-.it in oM. These aro the abodes of men 
ivlio are full of faith in the great future 
of P.n-t Moody. <>no spot of thirty-eight 
ticrea wan pointed our as having been le- 
cnreil by !■ eel l lor who had discovered 
that in diapi sing of land the lines had 
been so run aa to leave these thirty eight 
acres unappropriated. Therefore ho 
squatted there, ' ami will eventually got 
them at si .in acre When ho took tho 
land up il was worth $15,000; to-day it is 
worth well, we hesitate to say how 
little. In two of three minutes the stage 
reached the foot of tho declivity and 
.swung round a sharp angle into tho 
town of 

POK.1 MOODY, 

which consists of about 'M buildings of all 
sizua and various styles of architecture. 
Tin: principal buildings aro usod f'»r tutsl 
and boarding house purposes; but th«iro 
•ire it number "l stores — among them two 
druggists'— and several salonus Several 
new buddings tiro in course of construc- 
tion. Tho town is situated just at tho 
he id of liiirrard Inlet. The townsite 1« 
good for n ipju.ri or i >f a mile haok from the 
watttr's edge and rises in graceful undu- 
lations.

This wharf o>si the Dominion government 
S70.000. It was built as strongly as 
wood coul. 1 iiiako it, and yet in a few 
months tho dreaded marine worm 
had bored the piles through and 
t.lirotfgh in their meat vital parta, and 
one day the wlwirf sank iu the nentro 
beneath lint Height of a drove of cattle. 
Now it is so insecure that tho Euphrates' 
cargo of titils was nnr, stacked upon it but 
was piled up mi tho "made laud" back of 
the wharf before being transferred to tho 
upper end of tho line. Tenders for iron

Several nmuil plots of land whijh at one 
timti cots mantled a high figure worn held 
up as examples of what may again be of - 
forerl for them. The scenery i was grand 
and impressive. Tho clear waters of the 
ample harbor, on which wr.s reflected tho 
background ef high hills, rising with inoro 
or less abruptness on either bide, lay be- 
fore) us. The day was singularly clour 
and bright, and the vision extended for a 
long distance in every direction, om- 
braciug in its range tho Biiow-cappod 
mountains of tho North Ann and Pitt 
lliver. From this point tho ro;id runs 
for nr:irly tivo miles past properties that 
lie on a stoop side-hill. Those, propartina 
were mapped and sold as town lots, 
They aro seamed and scarred with ravines 
ami dettetl with huge boulders, and tho 
timber having been slashed and fired for 
dealing, tho picture presented is hh deso- 
late and forbidding as could well be im- 
agined.

RUSSIA. 

St. Petkiisbi'uu, April 1L.--Thi! Jour- 
nal do St. Petersburg, speaking evidently 
by otlicial inspiration comments upon the 
recent government utterances in the Brit- 
ish parliament upon Peujdoh. incident as 
premature. It aays it thinks it would be 
preferable for English miriistors to have 
suspended judgment until the receipt of 
Dlore cuiiiplvie information. Tiiey should 
not have acted on the supposition that it 
was unlikely that Russian generals were 
acquainted with tho intentions of tho Rus- 
sian government. Thoy should have 
homo in mind that a collision such as that 
which occurred in Kuallk is always pos- 
sible in tho presence of violent and undis- 
ciplined Asiatic population. The Penjdeh 
incident, concludes tho journal, was cer- 
tainly an untoward event, because it nitiy 
adversely atloct negotiations pending bo 
tweou Russia and England, which still 
justifies hope for peace. 

Tho war fooling here is overwhelmingly 
atrong. Tho Czar appeared at a theatre 
laBt evening and tho audience, still en- 
thusiastic over tho news from Ponjdeh, on 
the general assumption that lioinaroff s 
conduct had tho Imperial approval, rose 
when thoy saw tho Ozar and shook the 
building with an ovation of applause. 

EGYPT. 

Suakim, April 11. — General Graham 
has issued a proclamation, in which he 
urges tho rqbela to submit to tho British 
and setitl in a supply of provisions and 
cattle, for which ho promises llioy will bo 
paid, otherwise thoy must take the con- 
sequences. 

GERMANY. 
15r.iti.iN, April 11. — Thoro aro reports 
hero tlittt Turkey has decided, under 
Prince Bismarck's advice, to remain neu- 
tral in the event of war between Kngland 
and Russia. 

AFGHANISTAN. 
Tkukran, April 11, — Ayouh Elian, ex- 
Amoer of Afghanistan, who has boon ro- 
diding here for somo time on a pension of 
£1751) por month from the British gov- 
ernment, has again tried to leave Persia 
for Afghanistan. The British minister 
kept a closo watch on Ayouh Khan ever 
since hia return to this city, after his at- 
tempt several months ago to leave Perria, 
and has redoubled his vigilance since tho 
Russia-Afghan difficulty began. Learn- 
ing from Ictti-ri which fell into his hands 
that tho ex-Amour was again planning to 
ost:»po to Afgh.iniBtan, the British minis— 
tor complained to the Shah. The latter 
arrested Ayoub and has confined him in 
tho citadel. Persian ollicials have taken 
possession of Ayoub's house. 

ENGLAND. 

London, April 11. — Two men of-war 
belonging to the channel squadron, now 
at Kingston, Ireland, havo been ordered 
to Portsmouth to take torpedoes 011 board. 
It is reported that they will then pro- 
ceed to the Baltic. Advices from Odessa 
state that there is great milttury activity 
iu that city. This is manifested not only 
by the garrison but also by other troops 
stationed there. Numerous battalions of 
OoBsacks are received every day nt the 
garrison at Kertocliand are engaged night 
and day in hastening tho completion of 
works at that point, and the flouring mills 
are working nt their full capacity in pre- 
paration of provisions. 

Loxuo.v, April 10 —Tho report is con- 
firmed that the British government has 
invited Italy to occupy Cairo and the 
Soudan. 

London, April 11. — In official circles it 
is believed that the latest communication 
from Russia 011 tho Ponjdeh incident has 
not in the lonBt lessened the tension be- 
tween England and Russia. 

London, April 10. — Russian agents in 
London havo visited the offices of a iium 
bar of steamship co.'s and have nude 
heavy bids for tho purchase of their fast 
going vessels. The extraordinary offers 
for those steamers aroused the suspicions 
of tho officers of the companies, who 
upon enquiry, became convinced that if 
the vessels were sold they would he used 
by tho Russian government for war. pur- 
poses, and they so reported the facts to 
the British Admiralty . Ii was stated at 
the foreign office thiH afternoon that Rus- 
sia had notyot replied to tho demand of 
liiiglaud for a full explanation respecting 
tho Russian attack on the Afghans 011 
Kushk river. 

Parts', April 11. — Gaulois publishes a 
telegram from Berlin which says Prince 
Bismarck has assured his bankur that in 
spito of tho incident at Penjdeh the Czar 
hopes to prosorTO poaco. 

SCOTLAND. 
Glasgow, April 10. — Tho Marine In- 
surance companies' aro demanding 10 per 
cent, oxtra to insure ships bound for San 
Francisco and 7 for those bound to 
Calcutta.
